a man who mado nothing but friends dur- 
ing his many years’ residence in China, 
The “London and China Express” 
says :— 

‘We much regret to announce the death 
of Mr. James Hart, Commissioner of tho 
Chinese Imperial’ Maritime Customs, 
which took place at Hove, Brighton, on 
the 18th inst., at tho age of 55. Mr. Hart 
was the younger brother of the Inspector- 
General, and had seen a great deal of 
varied service in almost every part of 
China. He was educated at Queen's 
College, Belfast, and joined tho Chineso 
Customs Service in 1867. Ho was an ex- 
cellent Chinese scholar and a popular 
Commissioner of Customs. He was active- 
ly engaged in South China on tho Tong- 
King border after the Franco-Chineso 
Reprisals of 1884-5 in delimiting tho 
frontier. He was likewise engaged in 
arranging matters for the Sikkim Con- 
vention, and in opening the trade ronte 
to Tibet vii Yatung. Ho acted as 
English Secretary to Li Hung-chang 
during his visit to England in 1896. He 
had the Button of the First Class, Chineso 
Civil Rank, the Order of tho Double 
Dragon, Second Division, First Class, 
and the Peacock’s Feather. He was also 
an Officer of the Légion d’'Honneur and a 
Chevalier of the Order of Francis Joseph. 
fo was an amiablo and genial man, and 
friends wherever ho was 
stationed. "The funeral took place at 
Hove Cemetery on 17th inst. Amongst 
those wha were present at the last sad 
rites wero Mr. Hart's widow, with her 
mother, Mrs. Keeble, Mr. E. Bruce Hart, 
Mr. and Mrs. Osborne, Mr. F. W. Maze,

We have quoted our contemporary 
at v-ry unusual length because there 
are a great many people who agree 
with it in thinking hat, the condition 
of the country being whit it is, and 
the high authorities who were reg- 
ponsible for the outbreak in 1900 
huving been allowed to resume the 
yovernment, the withdrawal of the 
troops is premture. They will agree 
with a greit part of the article, not: 
inctuding, of conrse, the childish 
Anglophobia with which it concludes, 
but which seems t» please a small 
section of our French feilow-residents, 
though it is, we know, most obnoxious 
to the majority of th There is 
one misquotation init; we did not 
say “the English troops are at Hong- 
kong,” but “there are troops close at 
hand at Hongkong and Tsingtao ;” it 
is a slight difference, but a very 
important one, as it shows that we 
did not contemplate the British 
troops returning alone. 

We have not protested against the 
withdrawal of the troops for the 











reasons given in our article last 
week. It is certainly an ex- 
aggeration to say ihat seven pro- 


vinces in China are in a state of 
revolution. We know that an Eng- 
lish Indy bas just travelled right 
across Szechuan alone in safety from 
Wanhsien to Chéngtu. There is 
naturally a vast amount of discontent 
in China; but there is only actual 
rebellion, as far as our advices go, in 
Kuangsi, and though there are cur- 
rent reports ofa renewed anti-catholic 
outbreak in eastern Szechuan, where 
a foreign priest is reported to be in 
great jeopardy, we have not heard 
yet of any general fight of mission 
aries, even from the provinces named 
by our contemporary. It was per- 
fecily right that the Powers should 
accede to Liu Kun-yi's request. when 
he pointed out that if he had pre- 
served order in 1900, he could cer- 
tainly be trusted to do it in 1902; 
and when he died, it would have 
been an unwarrantable insult to

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A NEW TIME FOR 
THE NEW YEAR

Ist December. 

AT noon to-morrow all our clocks 
and watches, presuming that they 
are keeping Shanghai mean time, 
will be about six minutes fast; for 
to-morrow the Sicawei Observatory, 
whose time-ball on the French Bund 
is our standard, will p rmanently 
adopt the China Coast Zone time ; 
that is the time of exactly 120 
degrees east of Greenwich, or 8 hours, 
instead of the time belonging to our 
actual longitude. Every one who 
has travelled knows that fifteen 
degrees_of longitude represent an 
hour, In the old days every place 
had its own local time, and old church 
clocks in England arr still to be seen 
with two minute hands, one giving, 
the local and the other Londox, or 
Greenwich, time. With the advent 
of railways it became necessary to 
adopt a uniform time, and Greenwich 
time was made the standard every- 
where. ‘Transcontinental travellers 
in the United States will have noted 
that the time, instead of changing 
gradually as it does at sea according 
to the actual distance traversed to 
the enst or tu the west, changes by 
fixed intervals of one hour, these in- 
tervals representing, of e»urse, fifteen 
degrees of longitude. When Japan 
was first opened to foreigners, each 
of the ports had its own local time, 
but the Japanese soon saw how un- 
scientific this was and fixed on the 
time of the 185th degree of longitude, 
9 hours from Greenwich, for the 
standard for the whole of Japan. It 
is now propysed that 8 hours from 
Greenwich be adopted as the stand- 
ard for the China coast, and reference 
to any map of China will show the 
reasonableness of this sel: ction, 

‘We have received from Pare Froc, 
SJ., 0 few remuks te help us in es 
we wish to say something shou th 
International Time, and we hive vo 
doubt that onr readers will be only 
too glad to know why they must alter 
all their clocks and watches to- 
morrow. Pare Froc begins with the 
heading: “International time . . . 
Zone time ... (Greenwich time)— 
Our zone should be called ‘China 
Coast zone.” Iz is adopted, he says, 
for the benefit of so large a port as 
Shanghai, It is for the port that the 
Observatory takes the trouble of drop- 

ing the Ball within half-a-second, 
and of dropping it twice a day, and is 
preparing for an additional night 
signal. Practically, nearly all the 
navies of the world, and the great 
navigation companies use this time. 
It is very convenient, in fact indis 
pensable, for railway companies to 
have one standard of time, as ix 
is for the telegraph companies ; 
and zone time is adopted over 
the greater part of Europe, with 
the exception of France, Portugal 














and Russia though France and 
her colonies will probably soon fol- 
low; over North America including 
Canada, and Japan; and over the 

ish colonirs and Dependencies 
with the exception of India (where 
it is prevented by petty jealousies 
between the chief cities), the Straits 
Settlements, and Hongkong. Under 
the new system we shall have the 
same time as. the Philippines and 
West Australia, and shall be exactly 
one hour behind Japan.

For the 
most part the suppression is owing to the 
local “Tuan,” and not to regular soldi 
and the direct action of the higher of- 
ficials. When the tuan were convinced 
that their efforts would be backed by the 
powers abore, they cleaned out the 
Boxers, each village in its own neighbour- 
hood, and often did not tako the trouble 
to send the prisoners to the nearest mag- 
istrate, but executed those whom they 
found guilty. For tho most part the) 
Boxer leaders were local toughs, who 
gathered their ‘associates together, and 
making use of the Boxer drill to hold to- 
ther their crowd and intimidate all, 
they levied on any who had means, and 
great as the losses of the Christians may 
be, they are more than equalled by the 
losses of the non-Christians, and these 
Istter will get no indemnity. Tho wholo 
Question of Indemnities 
is a perplexing one. The Chinese officials 
are willing enough to pay an indemnity, 
perbaps because they think they will be 
compelled to do so, willing or not.

A Doctor on Mosquitoes. 

At the usual mecting of the Sanitary 
Board, held yesterday, an important and 
interesting letter from Dr. J. C. Thomson 
relative to the extermination of mosqui- 
tocs was read. Dr. Thomson had made a 
careful investigation of the nullah crossixz 
Macdonnell Road (where fever has bee 
very prevalent lately) and he found 
swarms of anopheles larve in the pools. 
He recommended that the nulla should 
be drained and various other precautions 
‘xen to prevent the formation of breed- 
ing grounds for the insects, including the 
treatnient of puddles, that could not be 
drained, with kerosene, which destroys the 
larve., “It was agreed that this, letter 
should be published. 

New Dock Ruled Out. 

The extraordinary meeting of the Dock 
Company, called to consider the scheme 
for a new dock presented by the majority 
of the Directors, brought together the 
largest gathering of tho kind that has 
perhaps met in the Colony. ‘The Chair- 
ian (Mr. D. E, Brown) opened the pro- 
ecedings with a rather lengthy speech 
(which he read) in which he explained the 
scheme. Mr. Pollock, K.C., then asked 
whether, as stated ina letter to the Press, 
it was correct that the No. 1 Dock was 
only occupied on an average for 20 days 
in the month, ‘The Chairman replied oy 
asking if there were any other questions. 
Mr. G. C. Anderson in a brief speech em 
phatically condomned the scheme.

Mr. Chamberlain's Send-off 

The Colonial Scerotary is to leave 
England for South Africa on Tuesday, 
and on Monday last he had his great 
send-off at Birmingham. He made a rather 
tactless slip in the House of Commons a 
few nights before when he referred to 
the coming demonstration as a proof that 
his support of the Education Bill had not 
lost him the confidence of his Birminghain 
supporters. This sceming attempt to v 
for a party purpose a demonstration in 
which the Liberals had jomed, and which 
was understood to be of a non-party 
character, naturally gave some offence. 
But Birmingham men, whatever their 

lities, are_proud of “Joe,” and they 
joined heartily in the glorification of the 
Colonial Sceretary, who took care not to 
repeat his blunder, and who said nothing 
in his speech at the banquet in his honour 
which could have civen offence even to a 
Pro-Bocr. The great torchlight proces- 
sion which escorted him to Highbury, and 
the immense throngs which lined’ the 
route and assembled at the fircwork dis- 
play which ended the celebration made 
up altogether a demonstration of en- 
thusisism such as no other living statesman 
could hope to evoke. There is no doub: 
that Mr. Chamberlain intends to do great 
things in South Africa. Jt will be no 
peddling scheme of settlement which he 
will propose on his return, Successful as 
he has been as an administrator he has 
failed in the one great object which he 
set himself at the Colonial Ofice—tho 
realisation of Imperial Federation. He 
was prepared to throw over Free Trade 
or any other principle which stood in the 
way of that object ; but he has heen com- 
pelled to acknowledce that nothing can 
he done till the Colonies themselres make 
the demand for federation and deviare 
their willingness to take on thoir should- 
crs a fair share of the burden of Imperial 
defence. If he cannot federate the Em- 
pire, however, there is a chance that he 
may federate South Africa and reconcile 
the Dutch and English races. At all 
events that is the task he has set himself. 
and we shall all wish him success, even 
thongh we may not be very sanguine of 
his achieving it.

Prince Edward of Saxe Weimar. 
‘Tho death of Field Marshal Princo Ed- 
ward of Saxe-Weimar, who was laid to 
rest with full military honours at Chiches- 
ter on Wednesday, has been a heavy blow 
to King Edward and the members of the 
Royal family. He was not related to 
them by blood, unless in some very remote 
way, but he was pretty closely connected 
by marriage, his mother having been a 
sister of Queen Adelaide, wife of William 
TV. As became the son of so distinguish- 
cd a soldier of fortune as Duke Bernard 
of Saxe-Weimar he was devoted to his 
profession, and owed his rise to tho high- 
est rank in the British army as much to 
merit as to influence. His marriage to 
a sister of the present Duke of Richmond 
was regarded in Germany as morganatic, 
for though we may consider an English 
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Duke the equal in birth of a German 
Princeling, that is not the continental 
view. There the distinction between 

* Royal blood and blood which is not Royal 
is very clearly defined; and though tho 
Prince’s wife was and is, by the will of 
Queen Victoria, known in this country 
as Princess Edward, in Germany she is 
only the Countess of Dornburg. Nothing 
has shown more clearly how thorouchly 
English our Royal family has become than 
the readiness with which in recent years 
English Princesses have beon given in 
marriage to English. nobles, and with 
which such marriages as that of Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Woimar have receivea 
the Royal sanction and encouragement.

We have had also to deplore this week 
‘the death of the Rev. Hugh Price Hughes 
and of Mr. G. A. Henty. It is particularly 
sad that the great Wesleyan divine 
should have been suddenly cut off so soon 
before the reaping of the fruit of the 
great scheme with tho organisation of 
which he had so much to do—the Twen- 
tieth Century Million Guineas Fund. Mr. 
Henty's death will be deeply deplored by

‘The navigablo balloon problem is at- 
tracting as much attention as over, and 
tho tragic death of M. do Bradsky and his 
companion has in no way discouraged other 
seekers after fame. M. Santos-Dumont's 
miniature airship,—his ninth, by the bro 
—will soon be ready for its triai trip, and 
some ory systematic experiments are 
being cartied out at Moisson, an out-of- 
the-way place forty miles from Paris, un- 
der tho auspices of the brothers Lebaudy, 
the well-lmown sugar refiners. The 
airship now being tried at Moisson is of 
the type lmown as “lighter than the air;” 
that is to say it relies on a gas balloon, 
and not on mechanical means, to sup- 
port itself in the air. In its general prin- 
ciple it therefore resembles M. Santos- 
Dumont’s aerostats, the only noticeable 
difference being in the shape of tho bal- 
loon, which is turtle-backed instead of 
cigar-shaped. It is very large, tho length 
boing 182 feet, the width 30 feet, and the 
capacity 2,264 cubic metres. Its skin con- 
sists of two thicknesses of cotton, having 
a thin sheet of rubber between them, and 
covered with soveral coats of bright yel- 
low varnish, it being supposed that this 
colour will protect the material frem the 
effects of strong sunlight. ‘The car is very 
small, its length being only 16 feet and 
its width 5 fect 4 in. Tt hangs 17 feet 
below the balloon and is suspended by 28 
steel wires. Thero aro two scrows, placed 
under the car and so near the centre that 
either can be used independently without 
having two much Isteral offect. Tho 
motor develops 40 h.p.; there aro two 
rudders, vertical and horizontal, at the 
stern. 

Fair Weather Docility. 

‘Thursday's trials were very satisfactory 
up to a. certain point. The airsaip was 
steered in all direotions, executed circles 
and figures of eight with the utmost doci- 
lity, came down three times and went up 

















again without the leest difficulty. The 
ouly mishap was that the frame of one 
of the rudders proved too frail and broke. 
It all looked very simple and easy, but 
the great test was wanting; there was no 
wind, or hardly any. Major Renard proved 
twenty years ago that aorial navigation 
in still air was quite practicable, but as 
soon as thero was anything resembling a 
breeze his airship was powerless to fight 
against it, and he had to admit himselt 
beaten. It remains to be proved whether 
the Lebaudy airship constitutes any real 
advance on Major Renard’s. It is to be 
taken to Nantes and back, a distance of 
about sixteen miles, next week, and per- 
haps the trip will attord some better cri- 
terion of its merits than evolutions in still 
air can furnish. At one time there was 
talk of the Lebaudy airship paying what 
I may not inappropriately call a flying 
visit to Paris, but this ,jdea has beon 
given up, and the “Jaune” is to go into 
winter quarters, after its Nantes trip, 
until next spring. It is significant that 
the military authorities are supplying 
hydrogen gas apparatus and otherwise 
helping. ‘They have long dreamed of ob- 
taining command of the air by means of 
navigable balloons, just as their comrades 
of tho Navy hope to dominate narrow 
waters with the submarine. 

Sarah's Birthplace. 

‘The problem of the hour now is, where 
was Sarah Bernhardt born? An irrev- 
erent German newspaper, apropos of the 
tragedienno's visit to Berlin, permitted 
itself to stato that she was tho daughter 
of a Jew horse-dealer and was born in 
Frankfort, Needless to say, this gross 
libel has aroused the wrath of Sarah's 
admirers andl also of Sarah herself. She 
has written a characteristic letter (she 
is still on her German tour) to the 
“Figaro,” declaring that sho is French 
“by birth, mind, and love,” and after 
having hold tho banner of French drama- 
tic art aloft for thirty years, sho thinks 
it hard to be represented as of German 
origin. This is all very well and patrio- 
tic, but it docs not clear up the mystery. 
Sarah Bernhardt told her biographer, 
M. Jules Huret, whose book was pub- 
lished in 1898, that she was born at No. 
265, Rue St. Honoré, Paris tj be strange, 

h, all attempt to find an official 

4 eateM or birth has failed. When sho 
entered the Conservatoire, sho was put 
down as having beon born at No. 5, Rue 
de I’Ecole de Médecine, but there is no 
record of any birth certificate having boen 
produced by her mother. If sho were 
really born in the Rue de I'Ecole de Mé- 
decine, her birth would have been regis- 
tered at the office in the 6th arrondiss:- 
ment. Unfortunately the registers were 
burnt during the Commune. They were 
replaced to some extent by means of 
sworn statements by the parties inter- 
ested, and a “ reconstitution” of this kind 
actually carried out in the caso of one of 
Sarah Bernhardt’s sisters, but of the ac- 
tress herself there is no trace. Morcover, 
it is known that in 1844, the year of her 
very first appearance on this sublunary 
e, the house No. 5, Rue de "Ecole de 
‘Médecine, was an official establishment— 
‘a school of design—and had no Bernhardt 
on the premises. A further clement of 
doubt has been brought into the question 
by @ correspondent who asserts that the 
divine Sarah was born at Havre. All this 
is very confusing, not to say disquieting, 
to the patriotic French mind, and Mme. 
Sarah Berhardt is being anxiously 
entreated to say whero she really was 
born. Inasmuch as she was the eleventh 
out of fourteen children, including two 
pairs of twins, a little confusion is excus- 
able. Wherever she may hare been born, 
there is no doubt about her being “a 
daughter of tho great Jewish raco” as 
she expressed it thirty years ago in a 











letter to a critic who had made some 
aliusion to her foreign origin. 
To Build or not to Build. 

‘M. Camille Pelletan has been hauled 
over the coals again, not for threatening 
foreign Powers, but for trying to spare 
the national finances. Just bofore the 
last legislature came to the end of its 
tether, it voted a big ship-builaing pro- 
gramme involvine an expenditure of 
430,000,000 fr. and intended to provide 
for tho construction of a squadron of six 
powerful battleships. When M. Pelletan 
became Minister of Marine, he found that 
contracts for three of these vessels had 
been signed, but that tho work in band 
on other ships would cost 20,000,000 francs 
more than Parliament had voted. Not 
being able to save this amount out of 
other items, he gave orders to stop worl 
‘on the threo battleships, much to the in- 
dignation of the contractors, who had al- 
ready gono to considerable expense. ‘Their 
irritation found vent in the Chamber of 
Deputies and M. Pelletan was accused of 
trying to override the decision of Parlia- 
ment in interfering with the building of 
the battleships. He replied in effect, that 
he should be very pleased to go on’ with 
them if he were supplied with the money, 
but ho absolutely refused to embark upon 
‘a policy of spending money which had not 
been voted. Finally tho matter was re- 
ferred to the Budget Commission to seo 
if the 20,000,000 franes could be raked up 
somewhere out of the naval estimates 
and M. Pelletan triumphed. 

Artificial Rubies. . 

If we are to believe M. Vernouil, w 
French chemist of reputation, the ruby 
can no longer be classod amongst precious, 
stones. After many failures, ho has suc- 
ceeded in making perfect rubies by a pro- 
cess which, though requiring expert mani- 
pulation, is not at all costly. His mothod, 
as described at the last meeting of the 
Academy of Science, is to melt a small 
fragment of real ruby in an oxygen blow- 
pipe flame and gradually add layers of 
finely divided liquid aluminium. The chief 
difficulty in the process is to keep the 
aluminium thread on which the germ, so 
to speak, of tho stono hangs, below the 
melting ‘point. Hitherto flaws or tiny 
bubbles of gas have always been found in 
artificial rubies obtained by fusion, but 
M. Vernouil's are quite freo from theso 
defects, are finely coloured and weigh 
from ono eighth to one sixth of an ounce. 
In short they aro quite indistinzuishable 
from the natural stone. The Academy did 
not seem to doubt in any way the gonuin- 
eness of tho discovery, but as it is not 
yet proved that the new blowpipe rubies 
are marketable or that the cost of pro- 
duction is not likely to be enhanced by 
laboratory accidents, just as the value of 
a perfect piece of cloisonné represenits 
many failures as well as one success, 
owners of rubies may breathe freely, for 
the present. 

Mails via Siberia. 

The French postal authorities are al- 
ready bestirring themselves to secure the 
dispatch of mails to North China by way 
of Siberia. All countries belonging to the 
Postal Union are bound to allow trunk 
lines of railway to be used for the con- 
veyance of mails, but with the object of 
shortening the delay direct representa- 
tions have been made to the Russian Go- 
vernment. It is difficult, however, to say 
when the new service can begin, At 
present the mails are taken as far as 
Irkutsk, but no arrangements havo beon 
made for shipping them on the steamers 
that ply on Lake Baikal, and it is unlikely, 
according to tho information obtainable 
here, that there will be any through con- 
yeyance of mails until the line round the 
lake is finished. It will then be possible 
to send a letter from Paris to Port Arthur 
in seventeen days.

QUEEZE. 


Sin,—It_may be of interest to your 
readers to know that the Japanese anthor- 
ities in Formosa have introduced a method 
of “squeeze” which, T think, even the 
much-abused likin-levying Mandar will 
not easily outdo. T refer to an intimation 
from the Japanese Customs, to the effect, 
that for the three months, October to 
December, goods invoiced’ in Mexican 
dollars will be caleulated for taxing pur- 
poses at .110,— which mean at the pre- 
sent time, that goods say, value $100-=yen 
75, will be reckoned at yen 90. This, how- 
ever, is not all, for when silver dollars are 
tendered in payment of the duty so levied, 
these aro not reckoned at .90 but at the 
current rate of the day. This will certainly 
not tend to inerease trade betiw 
like Shanghai or Hongkong and

Something About Tang Fu-hsiang. 
A Kansu military officer in Shanghai 
at present engaged in applying for arms 
and ammunition, ete., for the force of the 
Provincial Commander-in-Chief of Kan- 
su, has received news from Kuyuan, 
the headquarters of that official, to the 
effect that the ex-General Tang Fu 
hsiang’s emissaries have succeeded in 
almost undermining the whole fatric of 
the military organisation of Kansu pro- 
vince. It is reported in consequence that 
whenever Tung Fuchsiang should feel 
clined to raise the standard of rebel- 
lion, he will be joined by overy soldier in 
the province who is native born to the soil, 
for it is a well-known fact in the North: 
western provinees that Tung Fu-hsiang 
has always been considered as a hero by 
his fellow provincials of Kansu—not even 
excepting the -Mussulmans, a certain 
numerous section of whom are his faith- 
ful allies, His “martyrdom,” as it is 
designated by the people of Kanst, at 
the hands of the Foreign Powers—it 
should be noted that the Empress 
Dowager is not blamed at all—has made 
Tung Fu-hsiang a still greater hero in 
the eyes of the populace of the North- 
west, especially amongst the soldiery, so 
that’ the task of Tung’s emissaries in 
enticing them to promise their support 
“when the time arrives” has not been a 
hard one at all. Latest dispatches further 
“state that a large number of military 
officers, natives of Kansu, who still com- 
mand troops under the Viceroy of Shen- 
Kan, havo also pledged themselves to 
join "Tung’s standard. Those who know 
how matters stand in Kansu do not 
hesitate to declare that, if that ex-General 



































is to be crushed, the task will have to

It is also stated that ex-Prince 
Tuan has openly hoasted that he will hare 
50,000 Mongol troops at his back when 
ho marches against Peking through the 
Great Wall, while Tung Fu-hsiang invades 
the capital by way of Shansi province. 
A Proposed New Grand Councillor. 
A Peking dispatch reports that Lu 
Jun-hsiang, President of the Censorate, 
will probably be soon promoted to be a 
Grand Councillor at the recommendation 
of the all-powerful Yung Lu. We append 
below the following official record of the 
proposed new Grand Councillor, who is a 
native of Soochow, Kiangsu province, and 
a “Chuang Yuan,” or Optimus of the 
Hanlin Academists of his year—1874. In 





1880 he was apnointed Reader of the! 


Hanlin Academy—promoted Literary 
Chancellor of Shantung province, Septem- 
ber, 1885—Libationer of the Imperial 
Academy in December, 1892—retired into 
mourning in May, 189, and between that 
year and the latter part of 1899. was 
engaged in starting and controlling a 
cotton mill and silk filature in his native 
city of Soochow, while he was also 
appointed President of the Chinese 
“Chamber of Commerce” of that 

His mourning leave having expired by 
this time, he went up to Peking in 
February, 1900, and was appointed soon 
afterwards Vice-President of the Board 
of Rites, being promoted President of 
the Censorate in November of 1901, a post 
he still holds at this date. 

The Prohibition of Lotteries. 

A Tientsin dispatch from a_reliable 
source states that Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai, 
who is opposed in principle to lotteries 
and considers them to be harmful to the 
masses, has memorialised the Throne 
against the various “charitable” lotteries 
throughout the country and obtained the 
Imperial consent to their prohibition. 
Instructions have therefore been sent by 
Viceroy Yuan to the Shanghai Taotai who 
will doubtless soon issue prohibitory pro- 
clamations thereanent.

HANOI EXPOSITION.

The Climate in Winter .at Hanoi. 
It is a prevailing and an increasing habit 
in northern climes f-r people of leisure and 
for people who get a little leisure to spend 
a portion of the winter season in some 
warmer latitude, away from the chill 
breezes of the north. In Europo one goes 
to Nice or the Riviera, as December and 
January approach, In’ the United States 
ue takes rail to the south and flies to 
Florida or, on the western slopes, to 
southern California. But with us, here 
in the Far East, it is a problem to know 
where to go in search of the sun, even if 
one has the inclination. It is rather too 
far to the spicy breezes of Coylon’s isle 
or to the golden sands of Singapore or 
Java. Manila has been too sanguinary and 
depressing for an ideal winter resort. But 
Tongking seems never to have been notie- 
ed before, or at least appreciated. There 
in Indo-China is a region whero one ex- 
changes the heavy clothing of a Shanghai 
December for flannels and even duck suits, 
and a felt hat for a sun helmet. Not but 
what the traveller should take withshim 
clothing adapted to various altitudes of 
the thermometer, for Tongking has an 
occasional burst of rain or shiver of cold, 
just as Florida has. But take it all in all, 
the climate during the winter is mild and 
bracing with that soft springlike quality 
in the air which gives the ontdoor charm 
one looks for in the ideal “ winter resort.” 
Shanghailanders can easily spond the 
holidays or take a special holiday to see 
the glories of the Hanoi Exposition and 
to enjoy the climate beforo returning to 
shiver in the fogs and chill of the Huang- 
pu. 
How shall we get to Hanoi? 


‘Take a steamer of any of the lines to 
Hongkong, Calculate that it may take 
you nine or ten days, inclusive, to reach 
Hanoi from Shanghai, although with good 
connections right away through you might 
do it in six days. Arrived at Hongkong 
there are three lines of steamers which 
can carry you across to Haiphong on the 
coast of Tongking and the port of Hanoi. 
1.—Tho Messageries Maritimes have a 
mail steamer named the Haiphong. This 
ship leaves Hongkong for Haiphong on 
the Ist, 11th, and 21st of each month. Tt 
leave Haiphong for Hongkong on the 5th, 
15th, and 25th of each month. ‘The fares 
on this steamer have been specially re- 
duced. —_ A. first-olass single ticket will 
cost you $45 and a return ticket $75. A 
second-class single ticket is $30, and a 
second-class return ticket is $45. This 
steamer is understood to go directly be- 
tween Hongkong and Haiphong and to 
cover the distance in two days. 

2.—There are the steamers of the Com- 
pagnie do Navigation Tonkinoise (A. R. 
Marty), usually known as the steamers of 
the Marty line. ‘Tho offico of this line in 
Hongkong is just opposite the Hongkong 
Hotel. The largest steamer of the line 
is the Hué, and the fare one way is $55 
and a servant is extra. The Hué makes 
the passage in four days as sho calls at 
the new French port of Kuangchouwan 
and also at Hoihow on the island of Hai- 
nan, and at Pakhoi. These are all inter- 
esting places to see, if any one can take 
a little longer time on tho voyage. The 
entry on dry land at ono of the settlements 
at Kuangchouwan must be offected from 
the sampan on tho crossed arms of two 
coolies. At Hoihow the distance from the 
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steamer to the shore is so great that few 
care to go on shore. ‘The other steamers 
of tho line make the trip in less time. 

3.—The steamers of Jebsen's line. 
These also run from Hongkong to Hai. 
phong and make the voyage longer or 
shorter according to whether they stop at 
Hoihow and Pakhoi. ‘The fare is $10 one 
way. 

In regard to the steamers of both 
Marty’s and Jebsen’s lines there is no fixed 
Schedule of sailings. One must wait until 
he reaches Hongkong and then go directly 
to the offices of the Company to see when 
the next steamer leaves and what time it 
arrives at the destination and then secure 
passage. There are frequent sailings, 
however, so that one is. not obliged to 
wait along time. On the return journey 
from Hanoi, the hotels at Hanoi usually 
receive advice of the sailings of steamers 
from Haiphong a day or tio beforehand. 
‘Then one can wire for a place on the 
steamer of his choice and take one of tha 
three daily trains from Hanoi to Haiphong 
in time to catch the steamer at the latter 
place 

On the arrival at Haiphong from Hong- 
kong, visions of the dreaded French pro- 
tective system arise before one. But the 
terror disappears when one reaches the 
Customs station, at least as far as personal 
baggage goes. Nothing is opened, if there 
is nothing to declare; and the cabalistie 





chalk mark on the outside of trunk or} 


valise is an open sesame to the interior 
and to the novel experience of a trip in 
Indo-China, A samran has taken you 
from the steamer to the Customs and you 
ean find jinrieshas—the French call them 
* pousse-pousses,"—or carts, or muscular 
coolies with the familiar carrying pole, 
to transport your baggage to the railway 
station (la garc), which is at a rather long 
distance from the Customs. If the visi- 
tor cares to sojourn in Haiphong and seo 
tho wonderful Chinese house which sfarty 
built. (a Chinese boy thought it ~as a 
tomple"!) and the other sights of Hai~ 
phong, he can find good hotels. ‘The 


principal ones are the Hotel du Commerce 


‘and the Hotel de I'Univers. 
The Railway from Haiphong. 


In the old days, and not so very long 
ago either, one had to go to Hanoi from 
Haiphong ‘by a tedious journey on the 
river steamers, They have changed all 
that and one can travel between the two 
cities now in three or four hours. There 
are three trains daily in both directions. 
‘To two of tho trains, which lap over the 
dinner hour, s “wagon-restaurant” or 
dining car is attached. between certain 
stations. What would the shade of 
Francis Garnier say to 2 journey on an 
express train to Hanoi in three and a-helf 
hours with the opportunity of a dinner 
cn route! Not that I would wish to 
imply that the dinner is at all shadows, 
though it may be a trifle dusty. An “ho- 
miro” or time table of the trains can be 
‘obtained at the station and there is a 
choice of four classes. The Annamites 
in swarms scems to patronise fourth 





class, French soldiers third — class, 
tho majority of people second 
class, and vacant places first class. 


Some suggest that third class is even 
Better than second class, for there arc 
open spaces instead of windows and so 
one finds more of a breeze. But, second- 
lass will do for most people. Baggage 
must be weighed at the station. An 
excess above a certain number of kilos 
must bo paid for. A receipt is given 
and then one need have no further care 
until Hanoi station is reached. 
preliminaries take. a little while, how- 
éver, £0 that the traveller must “take 
fime by the fetlock,” as the oid horse- 
trader said, and arrive at the station 
in good season. 

+e anoi the hotels may be crowded 
so that ono should write from Shanghai

‘a mail in advanee to his chosen hotel at 
Hanoi and then send a wire from Hai- 
phong informing them of his exact time 
of arrival. The Hotel Metropole is tho 
largest hotel and is opposite the great 
Résidence Supérieure. Two largo wings 
have been recently constructed to accom- 
modate any overflow of visitors. The 
cuisine is good and’ tho sanitation is in 
splendid condition. Rates are by no 
means exorbitant in Hanoi on account of 
tho Exposition, and the traveller will find 
about the samo seale of charges as in 
other Far Eastern cities. The Hanoi 
Hotel is also a fine hotel and the Hotel 
Birot is well patronised. 


The Exposition, 


We will suppose our traveller refreshed 
is journey and ready to “do” the 
Exposition. Hanoi is well supplied with 
means of street travel, carriages, 
jinrieshas (pousse-pousses) of first and 
Second quality, and clectric tram- 
cars. I even sar a hansom cab, and the 
wonder. was so great that it would not 
evon have surprised mo to sce, then and 
there, a bus running from the Bank to 
Mandalay and on to Hanoi. The hansom, 
however, was a private luxury, I judged, 
Will one find English spoken? Just 
as much as one will find it spoken in most 
parts of France outside of Paris. In 
travelling, even if ono is unacquainted 
with a language, ie soon picks up the 
sine qua non of journeying and Bacdcker's 
Traveller's Manual of Conversation or 
any French handbook will help him if 
that part of his cducation lias been 
neglected. Then there is the similari 
of so many words in French and English 
which helps one. As a witty Frenchman 
said: © English is only French pronounced 
wade! 

Our traveller will find on the Rue Pant 
Bert at Hanoi an office of the Gorern- 
ment where full information can be 
him in regard to the Exposition, lodgings, 
ete., ete. A courteous American gentlemar 
is in charge, so that the traveller wi 
find “English spoken ” in real fact. There 
| is a corps of interpreters, also, at. this 

office. 
ime is not sufficient to give more than 
| the barest outlines of the Exposition. By 
the marvellous generosity of the Govern- 
ment it is free to all, and great crowds of 
the Annamites avail themselves of it, 
during the hours when they are admitted 
to sce the sights. ‘The Exposition Build- 
ings are near the railway station. M. 
| Thomé, the Commissaire Général of the 
| Exposition, has certainly achieved a great 

suecess in bringing together so many of 
| tho products of Franco and of Asia in this 
| wonderful and huge object lesson. The 
large central building is the Palais 
Central, where are exhibits of archeology, 
fine arts, science, industry, and other 
groups of exhibits too numerous to men- 
tion. Two great wings of buildings sweep 
outward from the Palais Central. On 
tho left are the exhibits of Asia, the 
| Philippines, Siam, India, and Indo- 
| China, including Tongking, Cochin China, 
Cambodia, Laos, and Annam. The right 
wing contains the exhibits of France and 
of the other French colonies (not Asiatic), 
fas Algeria, Madagascar, and Tunis. In 
! the rear of this imposing front of palaces, 
| there are important groups of buildings. 

Here are the exhibits of China under the 

distinguished direction of Sir Robert 
| Hart, for the Chinese Government's ex- 
| hibit is in charge of the Imperial Customs 
tservice. And a marvellous exhibit it is 
with the silks and silver, the carved woods 
f and jade and ivory, and many other pro- 

ducts of Cathay. Near by, one finds 

Huang Tactai of the Peking Industrial 

Institution with fourteen workmen, show- 
| ing the mysteries of the manufacture of 
cloisonné enamel, as it is conducted in 
that justly famous institution. Japan's 































































building is also near at hand and tho 
Pavillon de la Presse is a charming re 
treat, which is the headquarters of the 
press, both French and foreign, and whero 
one can read various newspapers from all 
the world. To the left and further off 
are the Philippine and Negrito and 
Laotien native villages. 

A general catalogue of the Expositi 
is still lacking and some of the exhibits 
are still in “an unfinished shape, but 
special catalogues of certain parts will 
soon be ready and the difficulties in the 
Far East of arranging such an tnpre- 
cedented array must have been enormous, 
Simply to wander through the Halls of 
the Exposition is to see the industry and 
customs and life of Asia exhibited in a 
way which is equal to many voyages to 
the countries from which these products 
have come. 


Other Attractions. 


Then there is a real “ Midway Plai- 
sance” of attractions, theatre, merry 
go-round, sampan ride, aérial chute, ete. 
ete, and the inevitable great revolving 
wheel where any one can risk a tumble 
for a small sum. But the Exposition is 
not all. There is the city ot Hanoi, a 
gem in itself. Its wide shaded avenues, 
&teen leafy parks, its lakes and pagodas 
and megnificent public buildings are eye 
openers to those who have not known 
what the French a: loping in their 
colony. Here is a ci uisplanted, as 
it were, ont of Europo and set down in 
the midst of tropical Asia, Close your

You are in Europe by appearances. 
one should miss sceing the old Citadel or 
the Temple of the Great Buddha, In the 
preserice of the great image a feeling of 
awe steals of You feel as if 
section of Wilkie Collins’ ‘Lhe 
Moonstone” was taking visible form be- 
fore you, in the huge towering blackness, 
the ‘terrifying countenance, the 
robes and altar. 

Then there are the excursions to tue, 
to the Porte de Chine, to the beautiful 
bay of Along near Haiphong, and to 
many other places. 

Therefore a Shanghailander will find 
plenty of materials for holiday sightsee- 
Ing in Tongking. The climate is pleasing 
in winter. There are many wonderful 
things to be scen in the Exposition and 
there are abundant places of interest in 
Hanoi itsclf and in other parts of tho 
country. Finally there are the gracious- 
ness and warmth of French hospi 
and the charm of French manners 
throw an aimosphere of geniality over all 
the region there.

THE FUTURE OF 
CONFUCIUS. 





The future status of Confucius is the 
burning question of the day, and is likely 
to be so for many days to come. For in 
that magical name is the innermost citadel 
of China's pride. 

Every nation has its national pride, and 
naturally cherishes those things which 
seem to form an_ adequate resting-place 
for that pride. Time was when Chinese 
pride rested upon a broad basis. From 
earliest ages China has been “ail below 
the skies® to the Chinese, and the rest 
of the world so much barbarian and savage 
territory. That all the savage barbarian 
tribes enumerated in the ancient. records 
as menacing a somewhat contracted Middle 
Kingdom, have long since become part of 
the wider China of to-day—modifying the 
ancient language of China, still spoken 
down south, into the softened “ mandarin 
dialect” of three-fourths of the empire— 
bas not materially affected the broad basis 
of national pride. 

Pride in its Borders. 

If in ancient days it was “ We of the 

pure Chinese race aro immensely superior 


still Chinese, and are immensely superior 
to the barbarians far across the sea, who 
visit us occasionally. Ours is the only 
realm worth counting after all.” To some 
light-minded foreigners, this may seem to 
be much the same as the pride of a certain 
old lady in her “ very old brass tea-kettle,” 
whose handle had been renewed more than 
‘once, whose spout had been replaced by 
another, whose handle was certainly not 
ancient, and whose bottom had been re- 
newed quite lately. 

But the pride of the Chinese rests on 
deeper foundations than considerations of 
race and territory. The former may be 
Proved to be @ barbarian admixture, the 
latter may sulter certain trayinys-out at 
the euges (Honyxong, Mormosi, sXtaocuoU, 
Wemaiwes, aua ror Arcuur inay yo), oF 
have several rents in the boay or the 
material (and every treaty port 1s such a 
Tent to the Chimese). but it the national 
pride is driven trom a wider to a narrower 
basis, that pride still has a basis in the 
name of the Sacred Sage, Confucius. On 
hus tablet in every provincial, prerectural, 
and county capital, are embossed the 
words “ The Most Sacred Former (or Fore- 
most) Teacher, Contucius. 

Carlyle tells us that “of man’s wholo 

terrestrial possessions, unspeakably tho 
noblest are his symbols, divine or divine- 
seeming; under which’ be marches and 
fights—what wo call his realised ideals. 
Or which realised ideals, omitting the 
rest, consider only these two: his Church, 
or spiritual Guidance; his Kingslup, or 
temporal ono.” And as in Russia, the two 
great rallyimg words aro, “ ‘tho Ozar and 
the Faith,” so in China the two ideals aro 
tho Emperor and Contucius. But among, 
tho thinking classes, the former has large- 
ly waned into something like common- 
place, while the: latter has become tho 
one great rallying point. 
er than tne Gods, 
‘True, Confucius has nover been deified. 
But that is because he, as “the Sacred 
Man,” towers high above all the gods, 
native or imported. To make Confu- 
cius a native god would be like giving 
Shakespeare a British M.A. To class him. 
with Buddhist gods would be like giving 
Shakespeare an American degree. Neither 
would add to his dignity, and either would 
take him down from his unique position 
and place him among the crowd of the 
merely excellent. Let a foreigner say 
what he likes about any idol, Taoist or 
Buddhist, and the Chinese will laugh with 
him. They themselves have said far worso 
things. Only custom and hoped-for luck 
Keep them from abandoning idols altogo- 
ther. H.£. Chang Chih-tung in his book 
“Leam,” says, “Buddhism and Taoism 
are daily declining, and cannot last long. 
For Buddhism is on its last legs, and tho 
deities of Taoism aro spiritless’ bogies.” 
And no reflecting Chinese has been at all 
startled or shocked at this utterance. 
“We have Confucius” has been the all- 
sufficient panacea for norvous apprehen- 
sion. (gal 
The Western's But. 

But of late Western learning in the 
person of Western scholars, has lifted its 
hand to touch Confucius, and actually 
object to his being worshipped! Where- 
upon the whole world of ese literati 
is up in arms, and many a wordy battle 
has been fought in the native papers. 
Only one man seems to look on with 
indifference,—the proscribed Liang Chi- 
chao. In a magazine, printed in Japan 
and sold broadcast in the chief centres 
of China, he pleads for religious liberty, 
and argues that such liberty is the great 
excellence of Confucianism, saying: "The 
teaching of Confucius simply concerns 
the matters of the realm, and the moral 
relations among men. It has no delusive 




















to the barbarian tribes around,” it came 
to be, “We who now include all the bar- 
barian tribes anciently known to us are 


creed, it has no spiritual worship, it for- 
bids no doubts, it has no enmity’ against 
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other doctrines, and thus it differs from 
all the religions of the world.” Omit the 
word “delusive” and the most’ sensitive 
Christian or Jew or Mohamedan would 
accept the whole paragraph. 

‘As this is the enlightened view of the 
case, and as enlightenment is the order of 
the day, it may bo hoped that the problem 
of “the worship of Confucius” will solve 
itself on these li in time. 

But meanwhile, the situation is com- 
plicated by various considerations. The 
chief of these is undoubtedly tho vested 
interests, national and personal, which 
Toom large in the minds of the literati. 
On the former point, a native paper has 
argued that the worship of Confucius is 
the essential mark of loyelty to the Go- 
vernment. “ Already various missionaries, 
backed by France and other countries, are 
dictating to our mandarins, high 
and low, who bow submissively to them. 
‘A Church member is practically a foreign 
subject. Such missionaries are just agents 
of Foreign Powers, and with their 
official rank, work wonders for Foreign 
Powers. Are wo then to allow Chineso 
subjects to givo up their one mark 
of loyalty to the realm, and occupy man- 
darin posts as agents of Foreign Powers? 
Foreign power has invaded our law courts 
already. Is it forsooth to sit and dictate 
to us from the mandarin’s bench?” Such 
is a summary of the national argument. 
‘And the situation is calculated to call forth 
the sympathetic consideration of all fair- 
minded men who represent the West in 
China. 


The Heroic Way. 

Missionaries may do much to break the 
force of this argument by combining, as so 
many Protestant missionaries are doing, to 
memorialise the authorities against the wi- 
authorised use of the name of the mission, 
and against yielding to any demand what- 
ever which is nob in accord with the law 
of China on one hand or Treaty regulations 
on the other. So that a well-known Chinese 
statesman said (October, 1902), “Thave now 
no suspicion whatever ‘as to’ the motives 
and work of Protestant missions.” 
When this kind of understanding be- 
comes universal, the argument will fall 
to the ground; while the opposite of this 
is, of course, a chief argument for the 
worship of Confucius continuing to be an 
essential regulation from the Chinese 
standpoint. 

China might do much, as it has so often 
been pointed out, to remove such obnoxious 
reasons for the obligatory worship of Con- 
fucius, by the purification of her law-courts 
as Japan has done, For, as a Chinese 
neighbour said quite recently, referring to 
‘a case of his own, unconnected with mis- 
sion considerations, “There are only three 
ways of getting an average county court to 
act. ‘The poor have no resource but to bert 
the yamén runners; the middle-class stu- 
dents to combine and make a fuss at ex- 
amination time; theupper classesto threaten 
the use of higher power. When I went the 
other day to sve if anything had been done 
in a matter clearly within the mandarin’s 
duties, the man at the gate exclaimed, ‘Do 

‘ou take us for foreign Englishmen? "This 
isa Chinese Court.’” So that at present, 
convert or non-convert, pressure or pr 
sents must be employed to move many 
a mandarin to his clearest duty. 
Personal Interests. 

Every poor man’s son, who becomes a 
Buddhist. or Taoist monk, does so for a 
Helihood, and_overy man of the, populace 
who aspires to join the ranks of the literal 
(and “literatus” is the one Chinese word 
for ‘* Confucian ”) does so with a view to a 
livelihood, with some visions of official rank 
and revenue added. Till recently the 
cultivation of the iiterary style of the 
“ncient literature of China has been the 
one condition of access to official rank and 
evenue. History is little studied for the 
reason that. it has not been a promineny 














examination subject leading in any direct 
way to rank and revenue. And a common 
proverb recently quoted by a prominent 
scholar with a laugh, declares, “If it were 
not for a degree (leading to rank and 
revenue) who would study—Confucius ?” 
And he went on to show how that every 
scholar, on becoming a mandarin, has to 
give up very much of his Confucian moral- 
ity. “The only followers of Confucius 
are scholars out of office. And they anti: 
cipate bidding good-bye to his teaching 
when they get office.” Such was an_un- 
solicited description of the actual position 
of Confucius the Chinese world of 
to-day. Yet as Confucius gets the scholar 
his rank and revenue, it is only natural 
that the scholar should stand up for tho 
name in which alone is his title to that 
rank and revenue. Any departure from 
the ceremonies of-worship of the Sage 
would seem to aim a blow at the founda- 
tions of his official position. 


A Double Turning of the Tables. 

It is not unlikely, as the basis af Gov- 
ernment examinations becomes less and 
less exclusively the Confucian. classics, that 
it will be part of the mission of foreign 
scholars in China to uphold and teach the 
reverence due to Confuciu When no 
longer needed as an introduction rank 
and’ revenue, the position of the Sage 
will undoubtedly become precarious. 
And thus all “worship” of Confu- 
cius may cease in a way which no 
foreigner would wish it to cease. Some 
such ‘ worship” ought to be preserved. 
For the Chinese word for worship’ 
means still what our English word “ wor- 
ship” used to mean—recognition of worth. 
In this sense the word is still retained in 
our marriage service, and employed in 
connection with mayors of cities and the 
like. Only that the Chinese recognition 
of worth is commonly accompanied by an 
obeisance more or less profound. On the 
one hand there is no word in the Chinese 
language for the exclusive worship of the 
Divine ; every one of the terms employed 
may be used of paying respect to a fellow- 
man. And on the other hand such paying 
of respect always suggests some obeisance, 
whether a Chinese bow, falling on one or 
both knees, or knocking the head on the 

und as various grades of 
in their calls at New-Year's day 
The Cause of the Misunderstanding. 

‘That Confucius ought to be reverenced 
every Western scholar agrees; that such 
reverence should be acgompanied by certain 
bodily obeisance, seems bound up with the 
reverencedue to him, in the Oriental Chinese 
mind. When a Christian says We do 
not worship Confucius” the words sound like 
We do not reverence Confucius.” Shoul.t 
he try and make his position clearer, saying, 
“We do no Confucius as’ a god,” 
the reply is “Of course not ; no one does.” 
And so the difference in the Chinese and 
‘Western terms for worship is responsible 
for much misunderstanding. Almost every- 
thing depends upon what attributes and 
what position are ascribed to Confucius 
by those who “worship” him. If it be, 
as the tablet declares, **The most sacred 
former (or foremost) Teacher,” or as a 
native paper has put it, “The ancestor 
chief of all religions ; the acme of all sacred 
ones,” a Christian feels bound to demur. 
The latter definition 1s impossible, for 
Confucius is no more responsible for the 
excellencies of the Christian religion than 
for the barbarities of any surviving 
Were it understood 
alone was meant in the former 
any Christian student of Con- 
fucius might feel the difficulty to be y 
nearly cleared up. But_ till terms are 
clearly defined, the  difculty remain: 
And time may be needed to settle the diffi- 
culty. 

It is however an encouraging thought 
that with the progress of enlightenment 
the various worthies of the past and pres- 




























































ent sooner or later find their true relative 
position in the world of thought. “Most 
Western worthies did fora c>asiderable 
time occupy a position much lower, or 
perhaps much higher, than their character 
and achievements warranted. But they 
have found their true relative place at 
last. And of this China may well be 
assured ; that when her revered Sage has to 
stand up and be measured along with 
other mortals, the position finally assigned 
him will be mo mean one. He will rank 
high among the worthies of the world. 
And not only on gilde:l tablets, and not 
merely with bodily” obeisances, ’ will his 
name be recorded, and his worth-ship 
acknowledged, in the generations to come.

THROUGH THE MOUN. 
TAINS OF EASTERN 
ANHOI. 


We've been exploring. By-and-by we 
hopo to know the east central part of 
Anhui province better than the Chinese. 
Their average knowledge of territory 
within 100 li_of their homes, at times 
approaches thé marvellous. How elso 
can it be when in an hour's journey to-_ 
ward some place, three men will sucees- - 
sively inform you that you havo still to 
go 69, 65, and 70 li. It reminds ono of 
the old sign boards that would fain make 
one believe, the nearer he approached a 
town the farther he was getting away. 

The Chinese have a very confused con- 
ception of distances. Any ono who has 
travelled knows how the length of tho 
Ti expands and contracts. Through the 
section which wo passed a number of 
market towns are all called 15 li apart. 
Yet at one place the actual distanco 
about 3 English miles while another is 
full 6 miles. Tt is safest to ask every man 
passed where this road leads to and how 
far away is it. ‘Then take along a com- 
pass and sufficient outfit to camp out over 
ight if lose tho road, which is very 
likely. Private roads are as big as main 
roads and in these low mountains one 
does not meet as many men on the road 
as he would like. Small Chinese roads 
are nothing but cow paths and as crooked. 
They remind ono of that celebrated calf, 
which slowly aigzagging through a wood 
was secretly followed by a hungry wolf, 
which was followed by a dog, which was 
followed by a flock of sheep, which was at- 
tended by a man, followed by a waggon. 
The result was a road which subsequent- 
ly grow to be a villago street, and then 
the thoroughfare of a great metropolis. 
And men after a hundred years aro still 
following the crooked path of that 
wandering calf. This describes Chinese 
roads. Along the narrow banks of square 
fields zigzags that road, like a giant 
stairs lain prostrate.

Seventy-five li west of Chuchou, tp in 
the low mountains, is a mummy idol of 
300 years’ standing.

ing cargo in the hold. I went at once down 
the hold.

These 
‘opium cases are strong wooden boxes with 
generally two pieces of gunny and two 
strips of iron binding round them, ‘They 
contain generally 98 to 100 balls of opium 
each. The size of the balls is between that 
of a cricket and a tennis ball. As soon as 
I saw the case was broken, I imme- 
dintely followed the defendant Thope up 
out of the hold. T overtook him going for- 
ward and said? ‘ What have you got there, 
I noticed several lumps underneath his 
jumper. He did not answer my first 
question. I then pointed to the lumps 
and said, “What's that?” He said, 
“Opium, Sir.” He made no explanation 
at" the time, His appearance was 
rather confused. I told him to come 
along to the Chief Officer, to whom I 
said’ that Thope had been’ found with 
opium on him. TI left immediately and 
went down the hold again. T-then found a 
sailgaker's bag close to the case and also 
4 muntlingspike (produced) lying on the 
next case, The ship was engaged in dis- 
charging cargo at the time of this affair. 
At the time any curgo liable to be broached 
is to be discharged the quartermaster 
should be on duty in the hold. During 
the quartermaster's dinner hour a Lascar 
should be put on guardtosee thatno one en- 
ters the hold. The cargo owners have noth- 
ing to do with the cargo till itis landed. T 
believe the stevedores have watchmen for 
their own benefit, but we have nothing to 
do with that. ‘The stevedores are paid 
servants of the Company. . 
Cross-examined—I have been in the em- 
ploy of the Company since September last.

John Griffiths and William Thope, A. B’s 
onboard the P. & O. steamer Balliarat were 
summoned for being concerned together in 
embezzling 13 balls of opium of the value 
of £6.10, ‘part of the cargo of the vessel 
on the 27th December. 

Mr. J. H. Teesdale (Messrs. Stokes and 
Platt) prosecuted and Mr. F. Ellis (Messrs. 
Browett and Ellis) (defended). 


Thope had mentioned to mo on one ocea~ 
sion that cargo had been broached. I 
took the caso indicated out of the hold, 
and had it repaired. I also told the chiet 
officer about it. If the quartermaster 
had discoyered opium lying about ho 
should have put it. back in the caso and 
sung out for an officer. 

By His Worship—Thope passed me on 
my ‘way to the hold, and could have re- 
ported to mo at once had anything been 
wrong. In to the caso which was 
reported broken on the voyage, we do not 
know yet that anything has beon taken 
from it. 

By Mr. Ellis—The tools found by tho 
case were stich as would bo used in mend-

I told him to 
send the broken cases up on deck. I 
followed him down to the hold. He 
showed me the case, the top of which was 
cut and the contents slightly exposed. 
‘Thope was then in the hold. I was shown 
the sailmaker’s bag and the marlingspike, 
which seemed a most excellent instrument 
to the case with. The gunny was 
completely cut off. I asked Thope whose 
was the . He said it belonged to 
Griffiths, but he shared it. Griffiths was 
thon repairing awnings, and would require 
his bag; so I went to him in the post 
office and asked whore his bag was. . He 
replied, “I have missed my bag.” I left 
him in the post office, leaving the door 
open, but returning a fow minutes later 
to ask what time Griffiths last.saw the 
bag, tho door was closed. I opened it. 
Griffiths was in the far corner in a stoop- 
ing position. He, straightened up as I 
entered, and I heard something fall on 
‘the deck. I walked across the post office 
and found a ball of opium lying at Grif- 
fiths’ feot. 1 picked up the opium, and 
told Griffiths to come with me to the 
quarterdeck, where we would make en- 
quiry. Griffiths looked as though ho 
wanted me to believe he was surprised to 
see tho opium. Tho Captain ordered the 
second and third officers to go to the 
post office and make a furthor search. The 
result was the finding of five more balls of 
opium in the corner where Griffiths had 
been standing. In cold weather tho men 
are allowed to use the post office when we 
are in harbour, for sailmaking. It is the 
place whore lotters are stored and sorted. 
When we aro in harbour the drawers would 
be all empty. Earlier on this same da 
whon the men stopped work at tirenty mi 
utes to one, I was passing the hatchwa: 
going to the saloon, when I saw Thope 
talking to another A.B., a native lamp- 
trimmer. I heard him tell this nati

is a man here already.” Some minutes 
later I was passing the hatch again, and 
looked down; Thope was thero by’ him- 
self. Isaid: “You need not stay down 
there; there is a watchman here.” I was 
referring to the native. Thope replied : 
pe Soing i say Gown, here till the 
ium is all out.” About half-past one, on 
returning from lunch in the taloon, Isaw 
Thope coming up from the hold ; that was 
the last time I saw him till the second 
officer brought him to me. The holds aro 
locked down at night, and the key is kept 
in my cabin. During the day time, either 
quartermaster, a reliable Lascar, or an 
officer should always be on duty in the 
hold. No one but Thope had been in 
charge of the hold that day. It was a 
most ‘unusual thing to find a spike in the 
Cross-examined—Thope has been in the 
Company's service since Apri) twelve 
months to my knowledge by his discharge 
book; but he may have been in the ser- 
vico longer. At sea the two prisoners 
have been as good as other men. The se- 
cond officer had told me on the day in 
question that Thope had not been in the 
hold for an hour, during which time he 
(the second officer), remained in his place. 
Tannot say how long, if at all, there was 
no one in the hold. Between nine and 
eleven that morning prisoner Griffiths was 
doing nothing, though he should have 
started sailmaking at half-past nine. I 
turned him out to work about eleven 
o'clock. He objected to work as it was 












the cabin, and I told him to go to the 
hold. When Griffiths went by my orde.s 
to the post office, ho took 2 sailmaker’s 
bag with him, At noon, I told Griffiths 
to go to his dinner. I did not. notice 
whether or not ho left his bag in the post 
office. Just before two o'clock I again saw 
Griffiths just about to recommence work, 
thinking about it. When I saw him later 
on, and the ball of opium rolled from his 
feet, I may have said, “ What little game 
is this?” When I took him before the 
Captain I may have described him as the 
man who owned the bag. I bolieve Grif- 
fiths asked, beforo the Captain, from what 
hold the opium had been taken, and he 
was told it was from No. 3. ’ Griffiths 
himself would have charge of No. 2 hold 
when on that particular duty. I feel al- 
most certain that the marlingspike in 
Court had been used in the opening of the 
case. Earlier on the day in question, 
‘Thope told mo he had a complaint to make 
about the second officor, and spoko of a 
broken packet which had been shown, he 
said, to the second officer, who had not said 
anything further about it. I said I had 
been told all about it. Thope said he had 
reported such broachings on two or three 
occasions to the second officer. His words 
were: “It’s no uso, I have reported goods 
broached before, and no notice has been 
taken of it.” Before the Captain I believe 
‘Thope said: “Do you mean to say I have 
broached this case?” I may have replied, 
“T don't say you have, Thope, but what 
were you doing with the opium on you?" 
‘Thope replied, ““ Ain't I tho proper person 
to havo it on me?” If Thopo had dis- 
covered any cargo broached at any time, 
all he had to do was to go to the hatchway 
and call an officer. who should be some- 
where near. There was no intention to 
discharge the ovium on the day of the oc- 
currence, and Thove knew that perfectly 
well. Thope might or might not have 
been with tho men when they resumed 
work after the dinner interval. 

By his Worship—A man coming from 
the hold to the upper deck must pass the 
post office door. ‘There was no liability 
on any individual member of the erew for 

0 lost or damaged; an 
See, et or damag y loss fell on 

‘Tho second officer, recalled and question- 
ed by his Worship, said ho stopped Thope 
about half-way along the starboard way on 
the main deck. That was before he got 
to the post office. He was not more than 
five seconds behind him. 

The Court adjourned till the next 
morning. 

















R. v. Karn Sivan. 


Karhim Singh, a Sikh watchman, was 
charged with unlawfully and maliciously 
wounding Toong Sinu-kung, on the 2st 
of December. 

Prosecutor, who scemed very feeble, 
and was assisted to a bench besides the 
box and gave his evidence seated, stated 
that he was a coolie, On Sunday last about 
9 o'clock he was at Yangtzepoo on a boat 
belonging to his master. Prisoner who 
was drunk came on the boat and began 
to strike about with a stick. Witness 
told him ho had better not do that as he 
might break somo of the windows. The 
interior of the boat was very small, with 
space only for two beds. When he mado 
his remonstranco prisoner assaulted him, 
by kicking him in the belly and striking 
him with his foot in the same vlace. He 
also hit him on the hip with an iron bar 
and on the lips with the hand. Witness 
bled from tho mouth. Prisoner wanted 
fiim to wash the blood away with river 
water. Witness was afraid and jumped off 
the boat; he ran to some houses lately 
built by his master close by, and a man 
who was thero took him to the Hongkew 











Christmas time. Thope was also there in | police station. Thence he was sont to 





hospital. For a day and a night be was 
unconscious and had only now been dis- 
charged from the hospital. On a 
previous occasion the prosecutor refused 
fo clean up a mess in the prisoner's 
house. He did nothing to the prisoner 
on the occasion of the assault. 

His Worship asked for the production 
of the iron bar, but as it was not forth- 
coming adjourned the Court for fifteen 
minutes in order that it might be sent 
for, saying that such an omission on the 
part ‘of the police to bring forward an 
important pieco of evidence must not 
occur again. 

When the Court reassombled the bar 
was still absent, and his Worship decided 
to deal with the available ovidence. 

Sing Hung-ziang, employed in a timber 
hong, stated that he was in chargo of 
some houses in Yangtzepoo. The prose- 
cutor was employed to look after a boat. 
On the cvening of the 22nd (Chinese 
month) witness heard a noise, and on 
leaving tho house he was in to ascertain 
the nature of tho disturbance, he saw the 
prosecutor covered with blood. Witness 
took him first to his hong, and afterwards 
to the police station, from where ho was 
conveyed to tho hospital. Witness saw 
the prisoner strike tho prosecutor. On 
hearing the ery he left his house. Ho saw 
the prisoner chasing tho man and striking 
him with his hand. Ho saw the China- 
man trying to leave the boat, and the 
Indian preventing him. ‘The blows were 
delivered with tho fist, near the boat. 
One blow was a very hard one, delivered 
on the head, Witness was about ten 
yards away at tho time. He could see 
what happened because there was a gas 
Jomp near at hand. .He did not see any- 
thing in the hand of the prisoner. The 
Chinaman was unable to walk. That was 
all he knew about the matter. 

His Worship ro-charged the prisoner, 
reducing the charge to one of common 
assault. 

Detective Eadie stated the facts of the 
case as known to tho police. After hear- 
ing from the Inst witness of the assault, he 
went with him to a pontoon in the river 
off the Yangtzepoo Road. There was 
blood inside, the windows were broken, 
there was a crowbar on the floor, and the 
bed and blankets were a mass of blood. 
‘Tho last witness said that ho knew tho 
man who assaulted the prosecutor, point- 
ing out the prisoner, who had followed 
them on board the’ pontoon. Witness 
took the prisoner with him, and seeured 
his master’s name and address. A sum- 
mon against the prisoner was afterwar:
